The most momentous mecting of the year will be held on Monday 
night at the Sports Club, Sydney, whe ia special gencral meeting 
of the Metropolitan Soccer Football Association will consider the 
report of the special sub-committee in regard to the question of 
District Pootball. 


The all-important question is—what will be the decision of the 
delegates? 


fé is admitted on every hand that District Football would uplift 
the standard of play, and make for bigger pubtic interest. I remains 
to be seen whether the elub delegates will set aside their club 
interests, and record a vote for the good of the game. 


The procedure to be adopted on Monday night in regard to the 
consideration of the report has not been decided upon. In some 
quarters it is urged that a motion for the adoption of the report 
should be tabled, and that the meeting should first be given an 
opportunity of adopting the report ‘‘in globo,” If the meeting does 
not entirely favour the report, its main features could then be 
deall with in seriatim. 


The following alternative procedure is suggested :— 
1, The report be received. 
2. The report be discussed, members of the sub-committee to 
he invited to elaborate on the report. 
8. A motion be moved as follows:;— 
“That in view of the report of the special sub-committed 
appointed by Council, this special general meeting adopts 


the principle of District Football for next year, and in- 
stracts the sub-committee to draft a new set of com- 


petition rules for submission to the Annual Rules Re-’ 


vision meeting.”
